(a) By grading all of said streets for 
the full length and full width thereof,

(b) By constructing 
draulic cement concrete curbs and 
gutters on both sides of said streets 
for the full length thereof and of the 
forms, sizes, dimensions and in the 
particular locations as all are more 
fully shown on the plans, profiles, de- 
tailed drawings and_ specifications 
hereinafter referred to herein. 


(c) That the roadways of all of said 


streets for the full length thereof and 
for a width extending between the 


herein proposed concrete gutters be | 


paved with an _ asphaltic concrete 
wearing surface three (3) inches in 
thickness, laid upon a waterbound 
rock macadam base pavement four 
(4) inches in thickness as all is more 
fully shown on the plans, profiles, de- 
tailed drawings and_ specifications 
hereinafter referred to herein. 

(d) That four (4) inch diameter 
salt-glazed vitrified iron-stone pipe 
laterals or side sewers be constructed 
in each of the said streets extending
